Local Belle Glade 
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woman found dead 


Arrest history 


makes it possible 
to identify body

The body of a 27-year-old 
Belle Glade woman was 
found in a wooded area on 
Duda Road near State Road 
880 Sunday morning by 
farmworker§ on their way 
to work 

According to Palm Beach 
County Detective Sergeant 
Pat Lynch, crime scene 
evidence shows the woman 
was killed at that location 

The body has been identi- 
fied as Shirley Jean Lases- 
ter, and according to Sgt. 
Lynch, Lasester was identi- 
fied by investigators 
because of her extremely 
protracted arrest history. 
She was identified Monday 
morning. 

The sergeant said if it 
had not been for Lasester's 


extensive arrest finger- 
prints, the body would not 
have been identified as 
quickly as it was. 

He said had it not been 
for arrest history, PBSO 
invesitgators would have 
had to wait until a missing 
person's report or even a tip 
had been received to possi- 
bly correctly identify the 
woman. 

Sgt. Lynch said prelimi- 
nary reports conclude that 
Lasester was killed by 
blunt trauma to the head. 
However, autopsy results 
from the medical examiner 
have not been received 

Sgt. Lynch also said it is 
not known exactly how long 
Lasester's body had been in 
the area. 

Lasester's arrest record 
lists numerous charges 
ranging from community 
violation of probation, 
shoplifting, and robbery, to 
aggravated battery, prositu- 
tion, and larceny.

example averages about 50 
days a year. Key West, on the 
other hand, is the least foggi- 
est location in the United 
States averaging one foggy 
day`a year, 

What is fog? As strange as 
it may sound; fog is simply a 
cloud on or very near the 
ground. Officially, that cloud 
must be thick enough to 
reduce visibility to less than 
0.62 of a mile. Fog is referred 
to as heavy or dense when 
visibility is a quarter mile or 
less. 

While one fog bank may 
look the same as another fog 
bank, there are actually five 
different types of fog-Each 
has a strange and unusual 


name and each forms in a 
different fashion. 

The five typés of fog are: 
advection, frontal, steam, up- 
slope and radiation a said 
these names are weird). 
Advection, up-slope and radi- 
ation fog form when the tem- 
perature-falls to the satura- 
tion point. Steam and frontal 
fog develop when moisture 
helps the air reach the satu- 
ration point. 

The most common types of 
fog in Florida are radiation 
‘ahd advection. Radiation fog, 
the most prevalent in our 
area, often forms on a clear 
night with high humidity 
and light. winds. This fog 
tends to be patthy and not- 


very deep but can, on occa- 
sion, become quite 
widespread. Radiation fog 
tends to dissipate shortly 
after sunrise. 

Advection fog forms when 
warm, moist air flows over 
the cooler land, Advection 
fog is more common in north- 
ern Florida when a quick 
warm up follows a period of 
cool weather. This fog can be, 
quite thick and last for sev- 
eral days. j 

If there is such a thing as a 
fog season in Florida it 
would be during the winter 
months, Our foggiest month 
is January, however, fog may 
also occur during the spring 
and fall, Nearly all of o1 


develops at night or early in 

the morning. Thick fog dur- 

ing the day is quite rare in 
the state. 

The foggiest plos in the 
United States is the Libby 
Islands, just off of the coast 
of Maine. The islands aver- 
age just over 75 days a year 
of dense fog. The Sequin 
Light Station, located just a 
few miles from the island, 
set the:all-time record for fog 
in one year when fog was 
recorded on 113 dåys in 
1907. 

Thankfully, fog is just an 
occasional nuisance around 
here.
